For tho prtst twolvo months the 
popular cry in thia Colony has boon 
Eotrenohment. When this gosaion 
of tho Logislaturo commenced, a 
majority of tlio nnombors of tlio 
Lower House pledged themeelvcs to 
oSect tho desired end, and did try, lo 
tho boat of their small abilities, to 
orrry out their prolesscd views. It 
would bo a useless task to moro than 
rofor tho reader to tho doin ,s of the 
Bossion now nearly broiiglit to a 
cloao. All are too familiar with tho 
circumstances which have attended 
the proceedings of tho House, and 
tbe aniortauate issue to which thoy 
rhaTO beeo brought, by tbe reckless 
manner in whicb the members rushed 
ftt tbe Estimates prepared for Ibem 
by tbe Ezeoative. After a delay oi 
seven months in the Lower JQLouso 
tbe Estimates have been Pent to the 
Upper House, and, as will be seen by 
reference to our report of the proceed- 
ings in that body onMonday.bave been 
, a'lopted as a whole, but not in detail— 
that is to say : the Legislative U oun- 
oilis willing to sanction the entire 
sum voted, but it is not willing that 
the Lower House shall have anything 
to say as to tJie manner in which it shall 
be applied/ This extiaordinarr as<. 
sumption oi power by theUpper House 
will meet, we are sure, with tbe 
same condemaation as did tbe 
illegal position assumed by tho Lower 
House in February last, when they 
endeavored to take tho initiation of 
money votes out of tbe bands of the 
f JBxeontive, and retain it themselves — 
: to introduce a system of jobbery and 
corruption that would enrich the diss 
. pensers of the patronage and tboir 
\i66a companiors, while it impover- 
ished' tbe people. Tbe Legislative 
' Ooddoil, as a body, a*e interested in 
helding on to whatever power thoy 
imagine tbeoisolvcs possessed, with a 
tonaoions and unyiolding grasp ; and 
tbe ablo but sophistical spooch of tho 
Colonial Secretary in support of his 
view of the case will awaken grave 
misgivings on tho part of tho public. 
In dealing with the Estimates, Mr 
Toung rightly says that tho action 
of the Lower House in atle r pting to 
nanrp Executive functionarios, was 
unconstitutional. But tho hon gen- 
tleman forgets that while ho attacks 
the lower body for their illegal acts, 
he strikes an equally illcgul blow at 
the ?ory foandation of Constitutional 
Governnient — ho attacks tho very 
root of Eoprosentativo Institutions; 
and that when he maintains that the 
"powers" of tho '' two bodies are co- 
ordinatb," he makes (to uso a mild 
term,) a mistake that mi^ht bo par- 
doned in a gentleman whoso caroor 
had been marked with loss of ability, 
less of liberality, and loss of justice ; 
but cannot be liglitly regarded, wlion 
springing from so rospeciablo a sourco 
as tho Colonial Socrciary, who, it will 
bo romemborod, has hiinsolf occupied 
a seat in the Assomlily, and whoso 
career therein was ominenily dis-< 
tinguished for tho dofuronco which ho 
paid to Coastitulional right, and the 
power of tbe Asicmbly to vote not 
only a "lump sum" but tho ached- 
ulo of the Estimacos. In his renwrks, 
Mr Young lays down tlio maxita tliut 
tho Constitution of tlio Aloihei' 
Country is our guide. J5at while he 
supports that "guide" with his 
broath, ho striUclios forth his hand 
to violate it whon ho attoin]HH to 
take from tho jjooplo, or thuir repress 
onlativos, tho power to say hosv tho 
public money shall bo spent. Now, 
who ever heard ol Iho Jfou.so of Lords 
usurping the ritjlits of the (.Join nioiit;, 
and amending the ilems of a niuney 
bill? Such a thing eould never bo 
ofl'ected in tho ilotlier Country cx"- 
copt at the risk of ii long and bloody 
revolution, "tho result of which miniil 
imperil tho very oxisLenco of the 
Monarchy, us it has in times pasl, 
OOSt an English king his head. Mr 
Young was supported in iiis view by 
the Attorney General and i\h, Uliiel 
Justice, tbe higbost legal auilioriiius 
in the Colony, and tbe motion was pass 
ed. Tbe position taken by tho Chief 
Justice was in consonance with thai 
aiioued by the Colonial Secretary. The 
Obief Jaatloe appears toiniagiQa that ba- 
oanae tbe corns of bii ofHuera have boan 
tread upon by the Lower Honso, every 
item i( bad. Hm Lordship mainlaios that 
the Govornor ulono liaa lliu po.verlo icti'r- 
fero with liirt department, JSuw, if ilie 



and Iho Assembly, the powers of which 
ho now deridt-B, and lo whom bo taunt- 
ingly alludes " as a set of men." If 
Iho Lower IIouBO be the tniserablo puppcis 
111 us described, we question very much the 
power of His Lordsbip to even administer an 
oath in bii Ooort, ffluoh leas to try a case. 
As we do oot) however, agree with tbe Oblef 
Jaatioe's (Jt'c^utit, we oaonot call into ques- 
tion his nuthorily ; but only wish to poini 
out how, reasonini; by analogy, lliat iho very 
weapon his Lordship levels at Iho As^on bly 
may bo turned against hiiiiEcIf to hie own 
disadvantage. The position assumed by tbe 
(Jouneil is unteDablo, slinply because it is 
uDOODStitutloDal. Tbe Assembly, as the re- 
presentatives of tha taxpayers, havo nn un- 
doubted right to deal with tho Estimates as 
they Jeem proper — tbot is, to refuse or lower 
nn item. Should tliey refuse to volo Supplies, 
another Hooso may bo called, and should ihc 
second Honsa prove no improvement on the 
first, and a " deadlock " arise, there will still 
be tbe Colonial Office to appeal to. But no 
" set of men "—bo they tbe' highest or lowest 
in the Colony — can set aside precedent and 
conatitulional rule in tho manner the Upper 
House seeks to do. Admit that Iho majority 
of tho Lower House have proved rocrcaul to 
[he trust reposed in ibem — admit that thoy 
have themselves exoeeded the bounds of cun- 
giitatlonal law— two wrongs do not make a 
right, and tbe action of tbe Connoil is none 
tbe less inexousable, nojnatifiable, and ont« 
rageous. Tho destruction of the little liberty 
we possess ol the present moment would be 
the meat molsDcholy thing that could happen, 
and our fiscal embiirrussmenis must not be 
sullered lo endanger the constitution. From 
one evil we mast not fly to another^ uiid 
every attempt to trench npon the rights of 
tbe people moat be opposed— let it oome 
from wbatsoever soorce it may. Tbe laws 
cannot be violated with impanily, either by 
the rulers or tbe ruled— ani the moment a 
Government usurps a power superior to the 
laws, it pounds its own death-knoll, just as 
the people, whcD they resort to illegalities 
and attooitiesto saetain their oansc, rivet 
their own manaolea. Tbe Assembly will 
not, dare not aoqaiesoe. in this attack upon 
tbeir privileges and tbe rights of those wfaom 
they represent. Once admit the prooodont 
and thair power is gone forever. Hereto- 
fore it has been tbe Assembly that has been 
the agRreesor ; now that Ihey havo changed 
places with the Governrnent, and aro tho 
assaalted parly, tboy have the game in their 
own bands. As they play the cards depends 
tbe aaooess or tailnre of lepreientalive insti- 
tnlions on tbe Island.

Island, this House is reluctantly compelled to 
rescind those porlions of such resolutions

The meeting lo which wo briefly retorted 
in yesterday'.-i issue in eoniiection with the 
liulian .Missions of Metlalsatla and tha N. W 
Coast, was bald on JMonday eveniog at tbe 
Collegiate Sobool building ; tbe Bishop cf 
Ooluinbia look Iho Chair ut half- past seven. 
Tbe meeting, which was influeniially at- 
touded, ir eluded lii.s Kxeelloncy tho Gover- 
nor and family, the hon. Chief Justice and 
family, tho Clergymen of tho Episcopal 
Church and their families, with others. 

Tho exercises opened with tho hymn, 
- From all that dwell below tbe skies ; a prayer 
followed by the Von. Archdeacon Gilson. 
when His Lordship addressed those present 
in substance simihir to eoursoa at various 
times at Ibo Calliedral and oilier Churches. 
Althuugli Ibcrj was n il a very great deal 
to bo shown from tho laliors of tho Missions, 
yet Miitlaliatlu was a flat conlradictiou to a 
conceived uotion, that nothing could bo done 
for the improvement of tbe Indian. 

Tbe Rev Mr, Doolan, of the Metlakaila 
and Naas River Mission, also addressed the 
meeting, detailing bis experience amongst 
the natives in an interesting and amusing 
manner, and, as a subsequent speaker 
remarked— a very curious occount.

The Attotoey General gave notice of the 
introduotioD of a bill to regulate the law uf 
trespaaa on iatid by cattle and otbor animuls. 
Also, notice of a Bill to amend Hits Bills ol 
Sales Act. 

APmOPBIATION BIIL. 

Connoil iii committee on (be Appropriation 
Bill, (Kalimatea) Mr Rhodes in the chair. 

The Colocial Secretary a.iid tli.tt in for.T.cr 
sessions the bill had recaiVL'd but litllt; dis- 
cussion in this Council, that budy thoruby 
following the oxamplo of the llousu ol liordn 
at honiB, ond adhearinj; as closely as possi- 
ble to Parliamentary prccadcnl. llo rcgrei- 
ed that the bill this year was sunt up in a 
itala which placed tho Cuiiuoij in a poo- 
iiion to be unable to pass it without discuss- 
iofl. It was not only a money bill, but it 
waa many other things besides. Such 
being the case, it waa desirable to examine 
and ascertain what were the powers pro- 
posed by the Logislatare of this Oniony. 
Tho Council had not to ro to other colonics 
to exatnine their Constiluiions, and obtain 
precedents from tbcm. We need not cite 
the precedents afforded by tlie Con iiitntio.i 
of the United Stales. What vvc had to 
consider waa, what was our own Coiistitui 
tion, and what wore our powers. Wo bu.l 
not a written Constitution, wherein the 
powers of one branch of the Legislature 
might be defined, and the action of Bnotbcr 
limited, as really was the . case in some ol 
the Colonies ; but the Legislature in this 
Colony was created by the act ol the Crown; 
and tbo powers possessed by each brunch 
were co-ordinate. 

I Mr. Young here quoted Irom the Cover- 
nor'a commission and Instructions, to 
shew from whence the Lsgislatuie took iix 
eziaienoe, and within what limits its action 
waa confined.] 

He ttien proceeded to say that in the 
Schedule to the Bill before tho Council 
powers were aaaamed that not only did not 
exist, but ia reality were uncoDstituiional. 
He called atientioo to the money bein^ 
granted to the Crown, only oonditionuily, 
which, was both npvel, as well as uiiconsli- 
tutional in an Appropriation Act. Lie cited 
some instiDoes ; .■■Por ■ in.itance tlio Ulork ol 
the Assembly is*foted a certain salary, iml 
he ia appoinledjto an oflioc, or uddiliooal 
duties are imposail upon-hi;-!. Now it was 
not very clear wMl was i'i.t. tided, lor as au 
Auditor was ap^jiotcd by tho Crown, it 
miftht be that tbalUoose ol Assembly were 
Boxious to BTail' t'emselve^ of tlie services 
of that fiiaotioaary, to assist;, at their deliber- 
ations. Tne hoa gentlemao continued to 
point out instances where like oljjeet.ionj 
appeared; indeed, bo p;iid I hero was ncareely 
a vote to whicb a condition or appomtiniMit 
was not attached; in -.vliicli (some infiirigcnienl 
on Executive fuiicliunn was not to be fuiind 
Again, it would be found that the lloiiso o' 
Assembly had iuiliateii grants ot money; anil 
had in some cases voted more monoy than 
was asked for. No* not hinp onold be more 
clear, than that in this Colony the Assembly 
bad no power to initiate any money vote, or 
impose any burden on the people. We had 
to take our own Ooostitnlion— the Conatitu- 
tion of our Mother oouotry, as oar guide in 
all such matters; and he was fortunate in 
being able to place belora tho Council Hoine 
iDforinatiuii ot a hifjli order, tliat bore di- 
rectly on this point. It was well known thai 
the House of Cominona did by .Simidiu:^ Or- 
der, refuse to enlortaiii tiny propositions lor 
the granting of money, except asked lor by 
the Crown ; but one of the nio.st indnnenilenl 
merabers in the House (Mr Ayrton,) had lo- 
qsotly discovered that the present order was 
Wi 'snffiolently stringeot io its provision.s, 
and ho therefore bad brought in an amend- 
ment. With the permission of tho House 
ho would iiuotu from .Mr Ayrton's npeech ; 
and it was to be remarked that .Mr Ayrton'a 
resolution, and bis e.xpositinn of cuiiiUitn- 
tional pnicticB, was not (|iieslioi]Ud liy one 
tingle nioraber ; but was indeed coiiliniio.i 
by BO bigh an authority as the Cliaiicellor ol 
the E-XCtioquer (Mr Gladstmio.) unti the mo- 
tion passed wiibout division — the propriety 
otfaedgiag Tonnd the money powers olthe 
Honae, with still greater restrictiooB being 
unanimously concurred in! 

"Mr Ayrton— Io proposing to the Hoase to 
toka into oonsideration two of their standing 
oiderp, with the view ol ini roduein;; corlaiii 
Binendments into lliein, said ho always un- 
derstood that one of the [uiiilaiiieiital pi iiici- 
ples ot the Constitntion of tlia House of 
Commons, was, that it should never ol itself 
take tho initiave In Rraiititig or voiini; away 
public money, or in increasing the iiatio i.il 
buidens by levying any tax upon the peu| 1 
but that they should loava tho propusal ol 
such measures to the Grown ; and thai it 
was tho duty of tho House of Oommona, 
rather to sit in juil!;nient upon tho meas- 
ures iiilro.lueeil by tlii! Ciown ; and, if poa-i- 
ible, to rudiico and diniinisli tho lu.\alinn of 
tho people, than to iitteiiint to inori-nso the 
amount ol Ihoir bunion.-'. ' Wore lie to revert 
tp tho ancient practice ip( llm lloinu, it 
would bo easy for him to show that tho 
Courao of proceeding in conluiie.s pajt was 
aach as rendered it impoisiblo for any pri- 
nta member to haro departed iron) thi> oon ti' 
tolion principle j baoaase, in those times, 
the Kouso was required merely to tn'tn into 
oonaidBruiion ineasanos froiri the Ctown, ru- 
questing old lor some public purpose, to 
grant that aid by their vole, ami to iippro- 
priato the sum granted to the particular ob- 
jects in view ; ao lliat no opportuiiiiy wan 
given to any private meiiiher, to iiitroliieo 
any plan of his own, by whieli any ad-liiioii 
might be made to any cliar;;es upon the peo- 
ple. One mombor haul, by a liill ho had in- 
ttoduoed to tho Houao, gouo to far in usurp- 
ing tlie lonotioni of the Crown, as (o prO' 



poso to regulate iho retiring pensions which 
were to bo paid to publio eervant*. He 
couldconceive.no lunuiion more peculiarly 
that of-'the OrowDj^ithan^det'ei'mliilng the sal- 
aries of publio eervants; and afterwards 
asUing Parliament for the wherewithal to 
meet tliu expendltare ; incurred. The prin 
ciple he jiryposed to apply by his motion, was 
one of vital importance ; to depart Irom it 
waa unconstitutional. Ho had remarked a 
paenago in one of the leading journals a few 
days ago, whore relerenee was made to an 
incident heating upon the subject before the 
House. Sir Hobert Peel wms as^ked is 
opinion upon the draught of a new Constitu- 
tion fur Greece. On examining it, he put 
bis finger upon what appeared to him to be 
a flat in it. By its ptovisioos, Iho House ol 
Representativea would have been allowed o 
propose grunts of public monoy ; and lieex- 
jiressed the opinion, that u Constitution 
Iranied in imitation of England's, coulu not 
possibly be carried out, until tho House of 
Itepresenlaiives were ]irovented from taking 
the initiative in making grants of public 
nioney, or i mposiiig ta.xea upon the people. 

" The Chaiicullor ol tho E.veliequer — I rise 
in tender my iliaiiks to the lion. inemLer for 
the Tower Hamlets lor having taken upon 
liimseli the duly of reeunimondiug to Ibe 
House Iho courae be has. But 1 desire to 
say one word respecting tbo matter, becauae 
it may bo imagined by eome boa. .gentleman 
that the House ia asked to part with aomo 
portion ot its valuable liberty. That Is not 
the case. The House will continue to have 
full authority to pronounce an opinion upon 
every r.roposition made by the E.\ecutive 
Goveriiiiioiit whcllier negatively or positively; 
but it may be the busitiesa ol Iho HuUse« to 
point out public charges which ought to bu 
incurred ; and iliis itiny Ije done by an iid- 
Iress to the Crown on a Uesolution of llie 
House. Tliu loriiier appears to mo tho an- 
cient and truly constitutional method of 
procedure when the House desirea that some 
charge shall be incurred, beoause it does 
not finally bind the Hou.se to make the grunt; 

1 it throws upon tho Crown tho responsi- 
bility ol eitlier .accepting or rejecling the 
aildie.«s of the House (Hear). This duty, 
'ill reinain lor tbo lluiiseto di^clKiri^i- 
■liter tho motion ol my bun. Iriend sluill 
have boon adopted. No donbi, it is a duty 
winch the House o.\erei.-,('s witii very great 
reserve, and that wise reserve will, J am 
peisu.ided, coiiiiuuo, my bun. Iriend has, I 
nulieve, truly described the remark made by 
Sit Kobit I'oel with respect to a ooDstiiuiiun 
for a foreign eocatty ; and I believe that in 
all cases of Colonial Legislation in thie 
House during tho last 30 years tho principle 
wu arc discusitig has bean introdaoeu. lie- 
lore tho Government of Canada was consti- 
lult.'d as it is at |iresent, tne proposals oi.i the 
part of private reuinbers lor grants of public 
money formed one of the most glaring evi:s 
for which ilm 1 louse was asked to provide a 
remedy. That reiiieily has been successfully 
applied, ond my bou. Iriend is assisting us 
to. give consistency and efficacy to rules 
which are of undunLt .-d authority and ought 
to be of universal application. 

" Mr VVulpola thought no one could doubt 
that tbo object of tho hon. member for tho 
I'owcr Hamlets was in entire conformity with 
the constilutioual practice of tho House. 
He entirely agreed with the moliou of the 
right lion, iiieinber, and thought he deserved 
the lhanks of the House." 

It will be seen, (continued the Colonial 
Secretary) that the House of Coininons 
si'uply gives ellect to the recoraniendalions 
ol ilio Ciowo, or rejects them, and does not 
enc tuber its votes witH conditions, nor does 
it trespass upon Eseoutivo functions; it 
knows its own powers and privilegoa too 
well; and surely bo one will assert ibat the 
powers ot the House of Assembly in Van- 
couver Isloiid are greater than those of the 
House of Cominous at home. Ho (.Mr 
Ynting) was really sorry that it should nut 
fall to his lot upon ibis occasion simply to 
luovo I'no passing of this Bill, but after -.vhat 
lie had stated, it would bo .seen that tbat 
course was iiiipo.isible, and bo sincerely ro 
1,'reltod it. Tbo Bill was, as bo before as- 
serted, not in harmony with its title ; it was 
a raixtnreof all eortsof things, and they 
must amend it as they Would any other Bill. 
He coininonted upon the mauoer in which 
the Hill had been detained in the Othof Houao 
until now, when the duration ot the Aasem- 
biy could be counted by hours; and ho con- 
cluded by putnmtrily moving the rejection 
of tho Schodulo uf the Bill. 

The Attorney General looked at the liill 
as an affront, considering the political stutus 
of the Council. The like of such a Bill, pro- 
bably, bad never before been put before a 
Council or Exooaiive. He was in duty 
bound to mentioa some matters, which 
v ere a direct invaaioo of the rights of the 
H.^ocutive, and tho Executive from his in- 
structions, waa also in duty hound to reject' 
such a Bill. 'I'll:' Ijoveriior d.iie not assent 
to it, and the Couiieil dure not p.iss such a 
liill. It dielalcs to llie E.vecutive the mole 
in v.'hieh the public si^rv ce is to be carriud 
on, which is li direct invasion of the privi- 
leges ol tlio Ctown. He saw no other mode 
lo'deal with it except in refusing to pass the 
Schedule of the Bill. 

On the general character of the Bill and 
its general details, tho Chief Justice desired 
to oil ir no comment. Ho offered his remarks 
in regard to that portion of the Bill respect- 
ing the body over which he had the lionor 
lo preside. He felt it iiicutnljent on liiin to 
direct the O.iUiieil, and oll'.^r his advieu not lo 
jiass it. He was woited upon byaileputa- 
linn of the Lower House in reu'ard to such 
otliees, and ihu deputation was .shown the de- 
liiils of the liusiiioss passing tlirong'i no less
